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This work was compiled in the early 1980's and first posted on the internet in 2001. This new 
version has been significantly revised with many new names added and some pronunciations in 
the older version have been changed to reflect better information from additional sources. This 
work now includes more than 1,300 names that are all the genus and family names in the 
Atlas of the Flora of New England published in installment in the journals Rhodora and 
Phytoneuron by this author and David E. Boufford of Harvard University. That work is presently 
available and updated at neatlas.org. The names there that are indicated as no longer currently 
accepted are also included here. The names use for species epithets are not provided here, but a 
small number of the sources cited further below include these. 


Few of today's students of botany feel that they are treading on safe ground when it comes to 
the vocalization of scientific names for plants. This is in part due to a relative lack of references 
providing explicit pronunciations for most of the names in use. Partly it arises from the 
differing pronunciations preferred by different authorities for many names. 


An attempt is made here to offer New England botanists and laypersons pronunciations that 
are accepted by the best concurrence of published authorities (English-speaking). When 
authorities are evenly divided more weight is given to those pronunciations derived from 
professional botanical sources than from gardening sources. For those who are already set in 
their habits of pronunciation this work will be of assistance at least for uncommon genera or 
families. The intent is not to advance the pronunciations cited here as the "correct" ones. 


Authorities agree that botanical Latin is not pronounced in the manner of a Latin scholar. 
Nonetheless, there are strong affinities to classical Latin, particularly with respect to 
accentuation. The Greek origin of some botanical names is taken into account by some 
authorities when formulating pronunciation. Names based upon proper names are frequently 
the source of differences in published pronunciations, since many wish to preserve the sounds 
and accents of the native language. The native tongue of a user markedly influences the 
pronunciation of botanical Latin. The pronunciations presented here are decidedly English. 


Relatively few published sources provide a full phonetic pronunciation of scientific botanical 
names. These references will be discussed first. More of them have come to light to this author 
since the first version of this guide. The primary sources in this guide are given a brief letter 
code which will be used throughout after the reference is completely identified. 


The sources used here that provide complete phonetic pronunciation are (in approximate order 
of weight given):

Other publications exist that give full phonetic pronunciations of vascular plant genera. But 
these other publications have not been found to give pronunciations that differ from what is 
given in the above references and do not appear to provide pronunciations for genera not 
included in the above references. 


Of the above references only M&W,T and G include family names with complete phonetic 
pronunciations. By far the most comprehensive reference for New England genera is M&W. The 
editorial staff or that work included two well-known, professional botanists, Norman Taylor 
and A.S. Hitchcock, authors of their own manuals (T and H) that included pronunciation 
information. Since the pronunciations in their own manuals do not always agree with M&W, 
this is a good sign that they consulted with colleagues for the pronunciations given in M&W. 
For these reasons M&W is given the most weight of authority than any other reference. But no 
reference here outweighs a majority of the others. 


The reference M&W 3" ed is not given more or equal weight to M&W since it includes far 
fewer botanical names than M&W, and at the time of its publication the scholarship behind it 
was generally not deemed as good as M&W. M&W 3" ed (the standards of which are presumed 
to carry to later printings) was widely criticized when it was first published. For example, "On 
pronunciation ... as in other aspects of their labors, the editors have displayed more valor than 
discretion. Sometimes they appear to be lacking in common sense." -- New Yorker, March 10, 
1962. Thus, the preponderance of pronunciations adopted here coincides with those offered by 
Maw. 


The reference J lists the references it used which includes M&W. This accounts in part for a 
significant, not complete, agreement with its pronunciations with M&W. 


The reference B is the earliest reference used and is given significant weight due to its 
inclusion of many botanical names not included in other English dictionaries of the time (or 
since) and its significant agreement with M&W. The editor of B notes in his introduction to 
this reference that it is based on the highly respected dictionary of Noah Webster, but has 
carefully introduced many thousands of words from “various standard authors” and 
particularly “valuable information in Zoology, Botany, and every department of science, 
literature, and art.” 


The reference T is authored by a notable botanist associated with the New York Botanical 
Garden and the Brooklyn Botanic Garden. As the primary botany editor for M&W his reference 
T is given much weight. 


M&W 1* ed is cited only once for a name included with full phonetic pronunciation in only 
one other reference. 


M&W 3" ed is the last major revision of M&W with many botanical family and genus names 
removed. Its usefulness is limited to pronunciation of a few genus names not included in MQW. 
The very latest information from later versions of this work can be found online. The online 
information is not used here since it is not a published work, and its sources are not known. 


The reference G offers a notable wealth of genus name pronunciations, most of which agree 
with pronunciations in other references. However, its sources and authorship are unknown. It 
was published in serial form by a weekly gardener publication in London that dated back to 
1841. Use and location of it online is awkward due its scattered pages in a very lengthy 
document. This author has extracted the relevant pages and stored them on the Internet 
Archive at: https://archive.org/details/pronunciation-of-plant-names-the-gardeners-chronicle 





The reference S is a well-known publication written by a British soldier who settled in New 
England. It is focused on horticultural genera and etymology, but includes respectable 
pronunciation information. It includes species epithets as well as genera. The author states that 
his pronunciations follow unnamed “compilations of preferred pronunciations” relying much on 
the noted horticulturist, Liberty Hyde Bailey, for the most informed guidance. However, Bailey’s 
major work, The Standard Cyclopedia of Horticulture, gives only the primary accent information 
for pronunciation and focuses on horticultural species. It was used in the previous version of 
this pronunciation guide, but is not used here due to the availability of more useful references. 


The reference JS&S dates back to a first edition in 1931. The original author cites several 
dictionaries as sources, three of them general dictionaries including the venerable Oxford 
English Dictionary and two of them gardening dictionaries. The general dictionaries do not 
include the depth of coverage of genera as the sources used here, and the gardening dictionaries 
are unlikely to provide any additional authority than the references used here. Still, the revised 


version of this reference includes some names that have come into recent use not included in the 
older references. 


Reference W appears to be a relatively obscure source, but is included to provide information 
for a few genera not included elsewhere. The author’s introduction notes the addition of many 
technological terms from the sciences. The work includes perhaps more information on 
pronunciation than any of the other references here, and has a remarkably extensive list of 
dictionaries and encyclopedia that he was at least aware of, if not consulted, including some 
botanical or gardening ones. 


All of the above references except M&W can be found online to use for free, either to borrow 
or download. 


Additional sources used for this guide provide only a denoting of the primary accented syllable 
and whether that syllable is long (“a” as in “fate) or short (“a” is in “fat”) in its voicing. But 
this limited information is very important in deciding which of competing pronunciations to 
choose, or, in the absence of any complete pronunciation available, can greatly aid in 
diagnosing a pronunciation.

The most weight is given to those references above treating the target area of this guide - New 
England. All of the references in this group are highly regarded, even classics. All of them can 
be downloaded or borrowed online for free.

The reference ST while highly respected is only moderately useful for pronunciation since it 
just denotes the primary accented syllable without showing whether the vowel of that syllable is 
short or long. This work is not available online. The body of the work giving the names does not 
differ in the 2002 version from the 1993 version. 


The reference L focuses on the species epithets of botanical names and provides only modest 
number of genus names. It is of some use here in using the pronunciation of species epithets to 
derive the pronunciation of genus names that they resemble. The author provides a bibliography 
that includes S, JS&S and ST as well as some gardening or horticultural reference works. 


There are various web sites that have some extensive, full phonetic pronunciation information. 


However, although these were sometimes consulted, they are not cited here since their sources 
are not known. This includes the free online site for the Merriam-Webster dictionary.

Explanation of the Pronunciation Table 
The first column provides the plant genus or family name. 


The corresponding entry in the second column in the same row as the name is the phonetic 
pronunciation of the name using the phonetic abbreviations above. The syllable with the 
primary accent is given in upper case letters. Note that references sometimes give a 
pronunciation as “a”, particularly at the end of a name, that are here generally given as “u”. 
There is no significance to this. Similarly, some references render “i” as pronounced “é”, again 
typically for names containing “-ia” or “-ium” at the end. These are not differences unless 
pronounced slowly. 


The corresponding entry in the third column of the name provides the authorities (see 
abbreviations above) or comparisons (“cf.” for “confer”) that support the phonetic 
pronunciation. Not all references were consulted for each name. Only references necessary to 
demonstrate the weight of support for the pronunciation are given. A reference abbreviation 
followed by a number in parentheses indicates that the pronunciation is the first (1), second (2), 
or third (3) alternative given by the reference. Generally the preference by reference is the order in which 
the pronunciation is listed. A reference enclosed in parentheses indicates that the pronunciation given by 
the reference agrees the pronunciation given in this guide (second column) as for which syllable has the 
primary accent but differs slightly in the pronunciation of just one unaccented vowel or consonant. In 
cases where none of the references treat the genus or family name (or disagree with other evidence for 
the pronunciation) other names in this guide or in the references are provided (right after the 
comparison abbreviation “cf.”) to demonstrate how the name should be pronounced by comparison. 
Such other names are not necessarily botanical names. References that give full phonetic pronunciation 
are given first in an order that is not significant except that if the pronunciation for the name is given 
in M&W and is accepted, that reference is listed first. References that do not give full phonetic 
pronunciation for the name are listed last. 


Lastly, while this author has exercised personal judgment in determining the weight of the authorities 
supporting each pronunciation accepted, this has not been influenced by personal preference. A fair 
number of the pronunciations here are contrary to the author’s practice in pronouncing the names ... in 
the past.
